Part of tie time Mfea 
Wllaoa and I walked, especially go- 
itng uj> laill Wttioa ^s did, I woudd 
run on. faster, then wall, so that I 
could look down on the marvelous 
'beauty of the fields and elopes be- 
'ow, Sirr^y all beanty is not in 
America. I ^was sorry tdat th« sedan 
chairs have to hare a cover, for ons 
cannot see mndh out of the litde 
windows while riding. The end of 
the day's journey brought 
UB to a 


nerw church which 
-was built with 


some upper rooms to accommodate 
Oaristiacs traveling tiiat way. Here 
as in the other church, our straw 
and bedding was spread out on

I wisih you could hare mrt fire pastor 
at tihat place. 
Any who deem the 


Chinese ugly ought to see him. Toiu 
••yould not find a handsomer man in 
America, and his fine face was radi- 
ant wita the love light of tbe gospel 
Our hearts warmed within us as he 
toJd us in humility, In answer to our 
questions, iow«tae growth o* his 
cdvnreh during the past year was not 
a wt>rk of men's iands, but of that 
spirit of God. He baa had a very 
hard place, and
